Employee Training & Education 
Can Mitigate Threats

Security isn't only about protecting 
your network from external threats; it's 
also about protecting against threats from 
within. The first step to security is aware- 
ness; therefore, it's important that all your 
employees know not only the potential 
threats but also how to recognize and pre- 
vent such threats. Education and awareness 
empowers each employee with the knowl- 
edge of his role in protecting the organiza- 
tion' s network. This, in turn, will go a long 
way toward mitigating risk. 

Policy Primer 

One of the first actions a company should 
take is to create a policy and procedure 



document that alerts 
employees of the rules of computer usage, 
especially regarding Internet and email 
limitations. Secondly, the organization 
should teach employees "best practices" 
when they're using either Internet or email 
(for instance, not opening attachments 
from unknown senders and keeping pass- 
words private). 

"Many Internet threats are easily avoid- 
able and just executed by employees who 
are simply unaware of their presence. Once 
briefed on basic Internet security, it is 
equally important to keep your employees 
educated as well. When new threats arise, 
send out memos alerting each employee 
of the threat, how to identify it, and 
what to do if and when they have it," says 



security expert and Guardian Digital CEO 
Dave Wreski. 

Thirdly, the organization should make 
sure all employee computers and laptops 
are equipped with the latest security tools. 
"It is also not a bad idea to alert them to the 
presence of these tools and teach them how 
to run scans, if they already do not know. 
This is especially true for mobile workers 
who may be running on an insecure Inter- 
net connection," adds Wreski. 

Finally, make sure employees are aware 
of the internal risks, as well. Wreski con- 
tends that you should alert all staff to the 
importance of reporting unusual or poten- 
tially harmful activity amongst other

Ethics is a tricky thing. 

Often defined as the moral gray 
area where the law ends and 
personal judgment begins, ethics 
can make or break a company. 
Unethical behavior by even a 
few employees can tarnish an 
entire company's image and dis- 
able its ability to do business. 

Although some would argue 
that ethics can rarely be forced 
on a person, businesses cannot 



ignore their social responsibili- 
ties by leaving ethical concerns 
unaddressed. The development 
of ethics policies helps a busi- 
ness communicate that its em- 



ployees are honest and that if 
they aren't, the company will 
handle these bad eggs before 
they taint the entire organization.

For this reason many compa- 
nies have already implemented 
corporate ethics policies over 
recent years. Unfortunately, 
where many businesses fail 
with these ethics codes is in 
addressing the actions of em- 
ployees in relation to their use 
of company technology. 

A typical blanket ethics poli- 
cy is too broad to cover IT 
issues, leaving a lot of room for 
error when it comes to IT mat- 
ters. There are a few ways this 
gap can be stopped. If the con- 
cern is for abuse of technology 
among all company employees, 
the main ethics policy can be 
edited to reflect those concerns. 
If the worry is mostly over IT 
staffers' actions, then it can 
often be addressed within the 
IT governance framework.

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I IBM Purchases Gluecode Software 

IBM purchased open-source startup 
Gluecode Software for an estimated $100 
million. According to the analysts, the 
move shows that IBM is trying to secure a 
space in the open- source software indus- 
try. Gluecode sells Geronimo, an open- 
source server used for customer service 
and work- sharing Web sites. IBM does not 
consider Geronimo competition for its 
own proprietary server WebSphere but 
instead will use the new product line to 
penetrate new markets, including small to 
midsized enterprises for which Web- 
Sphere may be too costly. 

I Intel & Sprint Partner Up To Push WiMax 

Intel and Sprint have joined forces to 
promote IEEE 802. 16e WiMax mobile tech- 
nology. The companies plan to focus on the 
2. 5 GHz spectrum band, as Sprint, which is 
in the process of acquiring Nextel, has sub- 
stantial holdings in that frequency. Intel, the 
leading promoter of the Wi-Fi chipsets, has 
also been the main promoter of WiMax, and 
it will use Sprint's collaboration on interop- 
erability testing, technical specifications, 
and equipment trials. 

I Google Has Eyes On China 

Google received a license to operate in 
China and registered the Google.com.cn 
Web address, a possible sign that it plans to 
open an office in China. China is home to 
the second-largest number of Internet users, 
behind the United States. While Google is 
likely hoping to capture a portion of China's 
Internet search market, competition from 
Yahoo! and Chinese-based Baidu.com, 
Sohu.com, and Sina may prove intense. 
Google already owns a small stake in 
Baidu.com. In related news, Microsoft 
announced it was teaming up with Shanghai 
Alliance Investment to expand the compa- 
ny's MSN services into China. 



I Sun Acquires Rights To NAS Technology 

Sun Microsystems has signed an agree- 
ment with Procom Technology in which 
Sun will purchase all intellectual property 
rights to Procom' s NAS offerings. The 
transaction is valued at $50 million. Sun 
and Procom have had a licensing agree- 
ment since April 2004, and Procom tech- 
nologies are already built into the Sun 
StoragEdge 5000 family of NAS devices. 
With the new agreement, Sun says it will 
be able to build NAS storage systems faster 
and more cost-effectively. In other news, 
Sun, which is moving its focus to software 
to help turn itself around after sales pres- 
sures, also announced it will acquire soft- 
ware maker Tarantella for $25 million. 

I Cisco Reports Solid Quarter 

Cisco posted third-quarter earnings of 
$1.5 billion, up from $1.36 billion during 
the same quarter last year. That equates to 
earnings of about 23 cents per share; ana- 
lysts had expected earnings of 22 cents per 
share. The biggest growth area was in ser- 
vice provider customers: That segment 
grew 40% over last year. 

I Massachusetts Sues Spam Ring 

One of the biggest spam rings in the 
world, responsible for sending millions of 
spam emails, has been ordered to shut down. 
The group, led by Massachusetts resident 
Leo Kuvayev, allegedly sent emails solicit- 
ing illegal software and prescription drugs, 
pornography, and bogus home mortgages. 
Microsoft's Internet Safety Enforcement 
group helped track the spam ring, which 
operated in Boston and Russia, by setting up 
bogus Hotmail accounts to gather spam. 

I Beta Of Second Windows Server 2003 
From Microsoft 

Microsoft has released the beta for 
the next full Windows Server upgrade, 



Windows Server 2003 R2. The beta ver- 
sion supports 64-bit and x86 systems and 
boasts streamlined versions of several 
management systems; R2 also has im- 
proved interoperability with Unix, letting 
Unix and Windows computers exchange 
files easily. With the beta release, Micro- 
soft has improved identity and access 
management, focused on upgrading 
storage management, and updated its 
SharePoint services. 

I Two "Extremely Critical" Flaws 
Fixed In Firefox 

Mozilla Released the Firefox 1.0.4 

Release Candidate to patch two flaws that 
security vendor Secunia gave the highest- 
level warning. According to Secunia, the 
first vulnerability involves IFRAME 
JavaScript URLs, which are not adequate- 
ly protected from being used on Web sites 
in the user's history list. A hacker could 
steal cookie information from the user's 
previously visited sites to access other 
password-protected sites. The second flaw 
is in the IconURL parameter in Install- 
Trigger.install(). A user's informa- 
tion passed to this parameter is not veri- 
fied properly before it is used, letting 
hackers acquire and increase user sys- 
tem privileges. 



I Sober Makes A Comeback 

The Sober worm is still causing problems. 
In fact, it's showing up in greater quantities 
than ever before, says antivirus company 
Sophos, even though large companies seem 
to have patched the vulnerabilities that allow 
the virus to propagate. Sophos reported that 
Sober still accounts for nearly 77% of all 
virus activity and that the Sober.P variant of 
the worm turns off Symantec's antivirus pro- 
tection and Microsoft's WinXP firewall on 
infected machines, which helps it spread. 

I Appeals Court Overturns 
FCC Broadcast Flag 

A federal appeals court struck down the 
FCC's broadcast flag regulation, ruling that 
the FCC went beyond its jurisdiction in 
requiring television set manufacturers to 
include antipiracy technology to stop people 
from illegally copying digital TV programs. 
Opponents of the FCC's regulation, who 
argued that the regulation infringed on their 
rights to make "fair use" of copyrighted 
works, praised the ruling, while those in 
favor of the regulation, including the Motion 
Picture Association of America, see it as a 
setback to the progression of high-quality 
digital television. The battle over the broad- 
cast flag is now set to return to Capitol Hill.

Taking Up Too 
Much Storage? 



Educate Users To Prevent 
Going Over The Limit 



by P. Bryan Edge-Salois 

A few interesting constants underlie 
IT, storage space, and the end user. The 
first is that storage space, particularly in 
the form of hard drives, con- 
tinues to grow at a nearly 
exponential rate. The second 
is that end users continue to 
fill up that space and com- 
plain to the IT department that 
they need more space. The 
third is that, more often than 
not, few IT departments offer 
sufficient training or docu- 
mentation to teach end users 
to better manage their use of 
storage. The final constant is 
that the IT department's lack 
of involvement with end-user 
training usually results in 
unnecessary help desk calls. 

An IT department's lack 
of involvement with user 
training and documentation 
may be due to daily firefighting and 
maintenance IT demands. And some 
of it is due to the fact that writing and 
interpersonal skills are sometimes not 
the forte of IT professionals. 

Saving Space 101 

Hard disk space is cheap. Unfor- 
tunately, end users have a knack for 
filling every available megabyte of 
storage and bandwidth provided, par- 
ticularly with regard to email. For 
many end users, email clients are their 
one-stop shopping location for file 
management and sharing. We can 
restrict inboxes and network disk 
space, but a little education can help 
alleviate those daily help desk calls 
for more inbox space, cleaning out 
mailboxes or cleaning up desktop 
hard drives. Even in an age of 250GB 
hard disks, end users find ways to fill 
them, consciously or unconsciously. 

The first step to teaching end users 
how to use disk space conservatively 
is teaching them what is and isn't 
important and what should and 
shouldn't be stored on the network. 

In other words, you need to have a 
plain-English computer usage and 
data policy. 

What is considered vital company 
data, and what rights do employees 
have to store it and transfer it, both 
in and out of the office? Answer 



this question first and then teach 
your users the proper place to put vital 
company and work-related files. The 
answer to this question also determines 
what additional means of alternative 




(non-network) storage to make avail- 
able to your users, if any. 

The Golden Rule Of File Storage 

There really is only one golden rule 
for storing files: Store important com- 
pany and work-related data only in a 
regularly backed-up network location 
provided by the IT department. This 
rule is self-explanatory, as long as end 
users know exactly what "important 
company and work-related data" 
means. Of course, the rule itself cannot 
prevent end users from storing nonvital 
information on the network, but it 
should help them understand how to 
prioritize what to store on their network 
drive and what to store on less secure 
alternatives, such as their hard drives. 

In addition to the golden rule, also 
make clear to end users that their PC's 
local hard drives are not backed up. 
Many IT help desk professionals are 
familiar with calls from users expect- 
ing IT to psychically find locally 
stored files on a PC or magically 
restore a locally saved file that has 
been deleted or corrupted. 

There are plenty of space-saving 
storage alternatives to local (and net- 
work) hard drives. CDs, Zip disks, and 
thumb-drives are some of the best alter- 
natives. However, you should commu- 
nicate to users a clear policy on storing 
company data on these devices. All of 



Best Way Employees Can Help 



The best way employees can help save network storage space is to store only relevant 
business data on the network in the appropriate location determined by the IT depart- 
ment. This location is typically called a home drive and is backed up regularly, so in the 
event of a disaster you can restore files stored on it. 

Don't use your email inbox as a file manager. Not all inboxes are stored on the network, 
and even if your inbox is stored on a network drive, most IT departments set limits on 
the size of inboxes. Storing email file attachments in your inbox quickly eats up mailbox 
space. Reaching or exceeding the limit results in nasty-grams from the mail administra- 
tor and probably disabling your email until you reduce your inbox below the limit. Save 
file attachments to the appropriate network drive or to your local hard drive or other 
storage device if the file is personal or not vital to the company. 

Keep personal files off the network; use alternative methods of storage for them. 



these devices make it easy to walk out 
the door with confidential company 
information — a nasty security risk to 
say the least. If you allow or support 
such devices for personal storage, make 
sure you teach your users that these 
devices are intended for nonvital per- 
sonal storage only and should not 
be used to store confidential or vital 
business data. In light of the fact 
that users will likely break that 
rule, consider investing in user- 
friendly encryption software and 
teaching your users how to use it. 
Although documentation and 
user education are typically 
bottom-tier priorities, look at the 
big picture. Establishing user- 
friendly documents and mak- 
ing them readily available by 
company intranet pays divi- 
dends in the end. It takes 
time for users to learn and 
integrate new practices and 
behaviors. Don't just build a 
self-help/training Web site for 
users, toss out a company-wide 
email advertising the site, and 
expect a miraculous decline in 
help desk calls. Proactively evangelize 
such resources and spend time training 
your users in person. 



Factors 
To Consider 



□ Documentation: User-friendly, edu- 
cational material to assist end users 
in space-saving techniques 

□ Computer usage and security poli- 
cy (in plain English): Teach users 
what files are and aren't important to 
the company 

□ Centralized document/file manage- 
ment server: Consider deploying to 
alleviate burdens on email systems 

□ Network storage and backup: Save 
disk space to reduce backup overhead 

□ External storage options: Thumb- 
drives, CD/DVD, Zip disks 

□ Network security: Consider file 
encryption software for files taken off- 
site through external storage devices 



Email is easily the most abused file 
storage system. Changing file storage 
habits must go hand in hand with 
changing email habits. Users typically 
email files to comrades, who make 
changes and email the file back, clog- 
ging bandwidth and burgeoning inbox- 
es with clutter. Although you can teach 
users how to share files, the best solu- 
tion is to implement something you can 
control. Consider setting up an FTP site 
or using a document/file management 
server such as Microsoft's Sharepoint 
and teaching users how to use it. 

Rather than implement, document, 
and educate, try reversing the order. 
Document new processes, procedures, 
and resources; educate users on those 
resources and how to leverage them; 
and then implement those resources. 
And keep the education of users on- 
going. If you build it, they will come, 
but only if you teach them.

employees. This can save the corporation 
thousands of dollars and days of headaches. 

Outsource Awareness 

Security awareness requires commitment 
to a continuous program of employee com- 
munications and should be planned as such. 
"Our NoticeBored service, for example, 
delivers a sequence of awareness modules 
covering a different information security 
topic every month so there is always some- 
thing fresh to read," says Dr. Gary Hinson, 
CEO of security-awareness firm IsecT. 

The awareness materials themselves need 
to be well-written, creative, and interesting 
to engage the audience, which raises anoth- 
er point: Who should be security-aware? 
"In my view, if you want to create a gen- 
uine security culture, everyone in the orga- 
nization from top to bottom needs to be 
informed and motivated about information 
security. The NoticeBored materials ad- 
dress general employees, managers, and IT 
people separately because they have dis- 
tinct information needs," adds Hinson. 

Training & Rewards 

Many organizations believe that address- 
ing technical issues alone is enough to 



manage their IT security. Unfortunately, 
this is simply not true; the weakest link in 
the IT security chain is the human element. 
"In this sense we need to enhance aware- 
ness in all professional organizations by 
helping them develop a better understand- 
ing of all computer and information securi- 
ty issues, such as spam, the dangers of 
accidentally downloading spyware, and 
phishing expeditions. A good awareness 
program should contain at least three basic 
elements: to inform, train, and continually 
educate employees," says IT Professor 
Jeimy J. Cano at the Universidad de los 



err on the side of caution. Unless recipients 
are 100% sure that a particular message is 
legitimate, they should assume that it is not. 

They should also never supply usernames, 
passwords, account numbers, or any other 
confidential information via email and never 
reply directly to questionable email. Do not 
permit downloading of unauthorized soft- 
ware or freeware, such as file-sharing pro- 
grams or free games, as they can contain spy- 
ware.

others' activities that might constitute an 
issue for information protection, like not 
opening attachments, unnecessary surfing, 
downloading files, [and] overall misuse of 
the resources they have been trusted with." 

Cano believes that informing everyone 
helps communicate the importance of the 
policies and procedures and how IT securi- 
ty issues relate to their work environment. 
Likewise, training, after informing, requires 
that each worker test his or her own envi- 
ronment and validate that the policies and 
procedures are effective. 

Lastly, organizations need a program to 
establish the minimum level of education 
required by all employees, based on the 
sensitivity of information to which she 
or he has access. This program may re- 
quire that certain employees achieve some

areas, such as access control, computer 
security principles, security technologies, 
and so on. 

In The End 

While monetary rewards are a motivating 
factor for employees, praise and discipline 
may go further in getting employees to 
follow policies and procedures. Edgar 
Danielyan, author of "Solaris 8 Security" 
and the "Information Security Qualifi- 
cations Handbook," says, "I have found that 
the carrot and stick approach works best, 
although it may sound quite cynical. Staff 
should be encouraged and rewarded for 
thinking about security, but they also should 
know that negligence would not be tolerated. 
It all comes down to whether lip service is 
being paid or the management really cares . . 
. In the U.S. I understand the Sarbanes- 
Oxley Act is imposing more rigid, encom- 
passing control framework on everything 
including infosec; Europe also feels these 
requirements as a byproduct of the interna- 
tional reach of U.S. multinationals."

at all, then the onus is on the IT 
department to develop its own 
formal ethics code. 

Even at the smallest company, 
an IT ethics policy sets the tone for 
IT culture and clearly lays out the 
ground rules for what is and is not 
acceptable.

data, the use of pirated software, 
and personal use of company 
equipment are spelled out clearly 
so that everyone understands 
expectations on the front end. 

Not only can such a policy be a 
deterrent for bad behavior, but it 
can also expedite management's 
response to incidents because 
repercussions are spelled out in the 
policy. 

Developing Your Policy 

An IT ethics policy needn't be 
fashioned by the legal department. 
It doesn't have to be complicated, 
and in fact, most experts suggest 
that it follow the KISS principle. 

"Give the average employee a 
legalistic 'thou shall not' code, and 
a negative response is almost guar- 
anteed," says Deloitte & Touche in 
its "Guidelines for Writing a Code 
of Ethics/Conduct" article. The 
idea is to develop a "values-based" 
policy that encourages employees 
to follow the spirit of the law dur- 
ing their employment. 

While each ethics policy will 
vary from company to company, 
there are key ingredients that most 
codes should include. The most 
obvious is the inclusion of ethical 
mandates, but beyond that, there 
are a few other "must-haves." 

The first is a letter from the 
leadership, either the CEO or CIO. 
This will emphasize that these val- 
ues are coming from the highest 
levels and that compliance is not 
optional. Next, there should be 
some kind of statement about the 
company's mission and values. If 
there is already a general ethics 
policy, employees should be 
referred to this document for more

Increased Participation

The Heart Of Your AUP: 
Clear Definitions 

In many ways AUPs reflect the per- 
sonality of a company's management. 
Some companies don't even bother 
with an AUP, relying instead on either 
employee common sense or vague 
notions of what's appropriate for the 
workplace. However, in situations like 
this, there's a risk of having employees 
misunderstand what's acceptable or 
permissible. As new technologies and 
social forces change the workplace, this 
confusion can cause untold problems. 
This is where a clearly defined AUP 
can help ameliorate any confusion. 

"Clearly defined" doesn't mean you 
have to spell out each and every use of 
a computer, network, or phone sys- 
tem. Many managers make this mis- 
take when drafting their AUP. Instead, 
think of your AUP as a guide for 
employees, not a penal code. Many 
employees bristle at being microman- 
aged, and a carefully crafted AUP will 
give them the guidelines they need to 
do their jobs. 

For example, if your goal is to re- 
strict employees from storing MP3 
files on the network, don't hamstring 
yourself by including a section in your 



AUP specifically prohibiting MP3 
files. Instead, specify that personal files 
are not to be kept on the network, 
regardless of format. Not only does this 
"future-proof you against changes in 




music file formats, it also protects you 
against someone keeping his video col- 
lection on your company network. 

Avoid Boilerplate 

Creating an AUP can be a daunting 
task, especially when you are gather- 
ing input from HR, IT, and legal 
departments. With so many cooks in 
the kitchen, it's easy to pull out an 
AUP template and just start filling in 
the blanks. Unfortunately, you'll end 
up with a stale document that satisfies 
no one. AUP examples are just that: 
examples to guide you in creating 
your own unique policies that match 
your company work environment. 

Seek Employee Input 

If you think about your company's 
AUP as a contract between the com- 
pany and its employees, you'll under- 
stand why employees would want to 
be involved in its creation. Getting 
employee buy-in is essential to a suc- 
cessful AUP. This doesn't mean that 
employee desires trump management 
concerns, but if employees have a say 
in the development of policies that 
directly affect them, they're much 
more likely to comply and support 
those policies. 

Communicate Your AUP 

It's the unfortunate fate of many 
AUPs to sit in an employee folder, 
signed and tucked away where no one 



Best Way Employees Can Help 



Employees have two responsibilities when it comes to their company AUP. The first is 
obviously to follow it to the best of their abilities, and the second is to provide manage- 
ment with useful feedback regarding the AUP. If employees think a policy is vague, 
have them articulate why it appears vague to them. There may be specific reasons why 
a policy is all-encompassing, but employees communicating with management about it 
will make life easier. 



sees it. AUPs need to be easily acces- 
sible to everyone so that when ques- 
tions arise, management and employ- 
ees can easily agree on answers. Your 
company's intranet is the logical loca- 
tion for your AUP and your employee 
handbook. 

In addition to having easy access to 
your current AUP, managers need to 
reinforce both proscribed and 
permitted use of company 
resources. This can be an infor- 
mal policy of addressing AUP 
issues as they arise or formal 
meetings conducted on a routine 
schedule. A combination of 
these two methods will usually 
generate the best results. 

Keep It Relevant 

Another key to a successful 
AUP is keeping it relevant. As 
new technologies are introduced 
both inside and outside the 
workplace, you will need to 
adapt your AUP. The idea that 
most people would own a cell 
phone was wishful thinking on 
the part of telecom companies 
15 years ago. Yet today, it's the 
norm. If your AUP restricted use of 
company phones to business use, you'd 
have no recourse if your employees 
began placing numerous personal calls 
on their own cell phones. 

At the same time, if your AUP isn't 
updated periodically, no one will pay 
attention to it. Archaic references to

teletype systems and linefeed printers 
will only encourage employees to 
view the AUP as just another HR 
form to sign and forget. Review and 
update your company's AUP on an 
annual basis to keep it fresh and perti- 
nent. Don't forget to include employ- 
ee input when revising your AUP. The 
last thing any company needs is an 
AUP created by an isolated manager 
ensconced in an ivory tower. 

The Line Between Work & Play 

For many companies the line be- 
tween work and home has become 
blurred with pagers, cell phones, note- 
book computers, IM, and email. We 
expect our employees to be reachable 
at all hours and locations yet are sur- 
prised when their personal lives 
"intrude" on the workplace. The price 
we pay for these productivity-enhanc- 
ing tools is a need for more deliberate 
communication in the workplace. And 
one of the best tools is a soundly 
devised and maintained AUP.

Appropriate Web Use 
Vital To SME Weil-Being

At most companies, employee access to 
the Internet is considered just as important 
as access to a telephone or photocopier. 
However, the obvious benefits are not 
without their hidden costs. The 2004 
SonicWALL/Cerberian Web Usage Sur- 
vey, for example, reported that 
50% of respondents spent more 
than 10% of their time at work surf- 
ing the Internet for personal rea- 
sons. Despite the payback from 
access to online information, the 
Internet has emerged as an occa- 
sional distraction to employees at 
best and a playground for ques- 
tionable or even illegal activity 
at worst. Web browsing and email 
habits can provide the ammunition 
for an attacker to exploit the net- 
work or for an organization to be 
made vulnerable to legal discipli- 
nary action because of one em- 
ployee's illicit behavior. In either 
case, the final outcome is negative 
publicity and lost revenue. 

What's a business to do? The se- 
curity of today's enterprise network 
is the responsibility of everyone 
from the CEO to the corporate end 
user. Employees typically want to do what 
is best for their company but they are often 
unsure of what they can do to assist. The 
answer is to raise general security aware- 
ness and implement relevant workforce 
training programs, so employees become 
part of the overall solution. 

Acceptable Use Policy 

The first step toward establishing a well- 
secured environment is to create a policy 
pertaining to Internet usage. One of the 
most significant documents a small to 



medium-sized enterprise can produce is its 
Acceptable Use Policy. It is important to 
review and update the AUP periodically 
once it has been established. Please refer to 
"Acceptable Use Policy: A Roadmap, Not 
A Penal Code" on page 9 for in-depth 
information on AUPs. 

Make Employees Part Of The Plan 

Workforce training is not a single event. 
In fact, it is really a continuous process. 
Employees must be shown how their 




behavior can contribute to both the vulnera- 
bility and the security of the enterprise. IT 
trainers should also demonstrate how the 
security skills learned at work can apply at 
home. In addition to interactive sessions, 
Internet security training can include bro- 
chures, newsletter columns, computer- 
based tutorials, and other methods. 

The value of such training is becoming 
more apparent to corporate management. In 
the 2002 Computer Security Institute/FBI 
Survey, 78% of businesses polled report- 
ed that they detected employee abuse of 



Best Way Employees Can Help 



Employees need to understand and embrace the need for security as it relates to Internet usage at 
both work and at home. Many of the techniques used in a properly secured and monitored corpo- 
rate environment can also be applied to online activities at home, such as virus scanning, spam fil- 
tering, use of software/hardware firewalls for home broadband connections, and avoidance of 
phishing attempts. 



Internet access privileges. That number 
decreased to 59% in the 2004 survey. 

As a minimum, employees should be 
trained on the following key issues: 

Internet Browsing. Understand what 
type of Web sites are and are not permitted. 
Stress that any form of unrestricted Web 
browsing, thanks to inappropriate content, 
as well as spyware and malware, presents a 
potential threat to the organization and will 
not be allowed. Restrictions should normal- 
ly include sites related to subjects such as 
entertainment, chat rooms, gaming, 
pornography, and gambling. Avoid 
pop-ups. Exercise extreme caution 
when downloading any program or 
data. Programs should only be 
downloaded from respectable, 
business-related sites and scanned 
before execution. 

Email Usage. Recognize the po- 
tential security threats associated 
with email. All messages should be 
scanned for viruses before open- 
ing. Also, do not click any links 
embedded within an email without 
first verifying that the URL is 
legitimate, and never open an 
attachment from an unknown 
source. If a message is from an 
unrecognized sender or domain, or 
the subject line appears out of 
place, consider the email suspect. 
Understand that any email sent or 
received via the corporate mail sys- 
tem is not private but rather the property of 
the firm. 

Privacy. Do not transfer proprietary 
corporate information across the Internet 
via any means other than those authorized 
by the organization. Workforce training 
should include information on how to avoid 
attempts at social engineering and fraud 
such as phishing. 

Passwords. Change passwords frequent- 
ly and use a unique combination of letters 
and numbers. 

Home Use. The lines between work and 
home are somewhat blurred, as work often 
travels in both directions. Employees 
should be trained to practice safe comput- 
ing techniques at home, as well as at work. 
This includes installing a firewall and 
antivirus software at a minimum and keep- 
ing up-to-date with all security patches and 
virus definitions. If you use removable stor- 
age, such as a CD-ROM, USB key, or flop- 
py, to transfer files between home and the 



job, it is imperative that you scan the data 
at both locations. 

Sounding The Alarm. Train employ- 
ees on what to do if they suspect any form 
of a security breach or other Internet 
threat. Encourage staff to report such con- 
cerns to the firm's information security 
officer or other appropriate management. 
Even if there is a doubt regarding the 
veracity of an alleged threat, it is better to 
sound the alarm and be wrong than ignore 
the danger altogether. 

Content Filtering 

Web-filtering software solutions, such 
as those offered by WebSense and Surf- 
Control, can also play a role in workforce 
education. Such products benefit both the 
firm and the employee. When browsing, 
it' s common to find yourself being redirect- 
ed to a site other than what you expected to 
see, whether it is via a URL redirect or a 
simple typing error. No matter the reason

for the indiscretion, the employee receives 
a blocked site notification. This serves as a 
gentle (or not so gentle) reminder of the 
corporate Internet usage policy. If an 
employee has a legitimate need to access a 
restricted site or a category of similar sites, 
he can submit a request for access, which 
may be granted if applicable. 

The primary issue isn't whether to pro- 
vide Internet access to employees but rather 
how to efficiently and safely manage the 
access. A continued commitment to securi- 
ty awareness training is just as essential as 
the underlying technology infrastructure. 
Once properly trained, employees will be- 
come a core component of any enterprise 
security program.

Gartner is predicting a 3.4% 
growth in semiconductor revenue 
at $227.6 billion in 2005 (up from 
$220 billion in 2004), but this 
comes after a 23.9% jump in 
2004. The research firm says to 
take heart, however, as growth 
rates climb by 2.1% in 2006, 10% 
in 2007, and 15% in 2008, when 
the industry will see $300 billion 
in sales. Let's take a look at the 
semiconductor marketplace as it 
relates to processors, chipsets, and 
memory. 

Processors 

Although this time of year isn't 
the best for processor market 
details, it's still safe to say it's 
dual-core all the way. AMD and 
Intel have both recently revealed 
their first dual-core processing 
systems. AMD jumped into the 
server market with three Opteron 
800 series processors, and Intel 
countered into the dual-core 
desktop market with the Pentium 
D and the Pentium Extreme 
Edition CPUs. 

Intel's Pentium Extreme Edi- 
tion 840 dual-core chip will run 
at 3.2GHz and feature 1MB of 
Level 2 cache for each core. 
It should cost $999. AMD's 
Opteron 800 series processors 
are for use in four or more 
socket servers and are AMD's 
most expensive. (AMD's cheapest 
dual-core server chips will cost 
as much as the high-end single- 
core models.) 



Bill Kirby, director of platform 
marketing at Intel, paves the road 
ahead for dual-core on Intel's 
behalf. "Intel will ramp this user- 
valued capability very quickly 
through 2006, and we expect to 
exit 2006 shipping more than 
70% dual-core processors in the 
desktop performance (Pentium) 
and mobile performance (Pen- 
tium) segments, and greater than 
85% dual-core in the server seg- 
ment." Kirby says specifically 
from an IT perspective, the com- 
pany believes dual-core will con- 
tinue to enable IT to enhance the 
management and protection 
capabilities without impacting 
user productivity. 

Chipsets 

With the release of the 
nForce4 SLI Intel edition, it 
appears as though NVIDIA is 
the chipset maker to follow in 
2005. NVIDIA's Intel chipset 
supports DDR2 and is the first 
product from NVIDIA for the 
Intel market. The nForce4 only 
supports DDR2 memory speeds 
(up to 667MHz). ATI will also 
debut its next-generation AMD- 
and Intel-oriented chipsets 
(code-named RS482 and RC410) 
in June. 

If anything else is moving in 
this market, it's wireless net- 
working chipsets. According to 
IC Insights, the market is expect- 
ed to show an average annual 
growth rate of 23% in dollars and 
35% in unit shipments from 2004 
to 2008. Specifically, the 802.11 
chipset portion of the wireless 
networking market is forecasted 
to grow from $680 million in 
2004 to $1.5 billion in 2008, rep- 
resenting an average annual 
growth rate of 21%. Watch for 
the average selling price in this 
market to fall from $17 in 2004 
to $12 in 2008. 



Factors Affecting The Memory Market 



According to McDonald & Associates, the demand for DDR- and DDR2-relat- 
ed memory is soft. The company says the lack of demand is putting price 
pressure on chip manufacturers, causing some erosion in price. The following 
is a list of predominant factors currently affecting the memory market. 

• Regarding market share, DDR is quickly catching up with the sale of 
SDRAM modules. Higher bus speeds built into the latest CPUs call for the 
DDR's heightened response rates. DDR2 answers this requirement even 
more so and may dominate the second half of 2005 memory sales. 

• PC133 DIMMs are still widely in use for all systems 533MHz to 1GHz. 

• ECC (Error Code Correction) modules have far less impact these days but 
are available in both registered and nonregistered versions. 

• Older SIMMs (parity, nonparity, and EDO), especially the 32MB EDO, remain 
an inventory staple for after-market upgrades on older home computers.

reminds us that DDR2 memory 
is the hottest technology on 
the memory scene.

and beyond." 

Ching says Rambus recently 
demonstrated the industry's fast- 
est drop-in DDR2 memory con- 
troller interface, operating at 
a data rate of 800MHz. Ram- 
bus also announced the com- 
pany's architectural breakthrough 
of applying microthreading to 
DRAM cores. 

According to Heather Skinner, 
corporate public relations man- 
ager at Kingston Technology, in 
the memory market, PC3200 is 
still the standard, but moving to 
DDR2 is getting more popular. 
Skinner shared some DDR2 mar- 
ket scoop from a recent Kingston 
report. "DDR2 is continually 
gaining ground as more mother- 
boards are supporting it and 
prices are dropping. Demand on 
DDR2 has picked up tremen- 
dously." As for upcoming product 
announcements, Skinner said, 
"Outside of DDR2 development 
and the development of Fully 
Buffered DIMMs (in 2006 to 
2007), we are unable to disclose 
specific product launches."

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RHEL v.4 Is A 
Compelling Upgrade 



r Earlier this year, Red 
Hat released RHEL 
v.4 (Enterprise Linux v.4), a 
major upgrade to its Enter- 
prise Linux product line. I'm 
usually not in a big hurry 
to upgrade operating system 
versions on production serv- 
ers. You have the requisite 
testing to verify application 
compatibility, the planning 
to upgrade servers without 
downtime, etc. Basically it's 
a big opportunity to screw 
up, which is why most Op- 
erations old-timers are pro- 
ponents of the old adage, 
"If it ain't broke, don't fix 
it!" However, some releases 
have enough compelling 
benefits to justify the pain 
and risk of upgrading. 

Windows Server 2003 
was that type of upgrade, 
and so is RHEL v.4. Before 
I start talking about why this 
is a must upgrade, I want to 
acknowledge Red Hat for 
providing full backward 
capability with this release. I 
took Red Hat to task in one 
of my columns last year 
for forcing customers from 
Red Hat v. 9 to RHEL v.4 
with no upgrade path and 



lots of backward compatibil- 
ity issues. We've just started 
our application compatibili- 
ty tests with RHEL v.4, but 
from what I've seen so far, 
I think this will be a very 
smooth upgrade process. 

Performance 

RHEL v.4 implements a 
host of changes that im- 
prove performance, begin- 
ning with the inclusion 
of the 2.6 Linux kernel. 
Significant improvements 
and changes have been 
made on the 2.6 kernel to 
favor enterprise applica- 
tions. New hardware sup- 
port, software support, and 
internal kernel improve- 
ments give the 2.6 kernel 
better scalability and sta- 
bility. The 2.6 kernel per- 
forms much better than 
the 2.4 kernel under heavy 
loads across a number of 
CPUs and a large amount of 
memory. In particular, the 
2.6 kernel has better sup- 
port for Hyper-Threading, 
multiple processors, and 
dual-core processors. 

IBM conducted a test 
comparing the 2.4 and 2.6 



kernels running Apache on 
an eight-way SMP server. 
Its results showed that on 
the same system, under the 
same workload, the Apache 
server with the 2.6 kernel 
more effectively used sys- 
tem resources and served six 
times more Web pages than 
the 2.4 kernel did. Other 




tests I've seen have shown 
similar improvements. 

If serving Web pages is at 
the core of your business, 
this increase in performance 
and capacity alone justifies 
the upgrade costs. RHEL 
v.4 also includes improve- 
ments to the scalability and 
performance of its data stor- 
age subsystems, including 
block reservations, hash 
trees for large directories, 
and on-demand expansion 
of mounted file systems. 

Security 

The big change in se- 
curity for RHEL v.4 is the 



inclusion of SELinux (Se- 
curity Enhanced Linux). 
SELinux is the result of a 
project sponsored by the 
National Security Agency 
to improve the security of 
Linux. The key feature of 
SELinux is kernel-level 
support for MAC (mandato- 
ry access control). RHEL 



what gives this access con- 
trol mechanism its name. 
One of the more dramatic 
changes you'll notice when 
using MAC is the elimina- 
tion of the all-powerful root 
user. Just be sure to test 
thoroughly before deploy- 
ing MAC because it may 
break some applications.

A full explanation of 
MAC is beyond the scope 
of this column, but in sim- 
ple terms, MAC takes se- 
curity decisions out of the 
hands of the user. While 
users and groups may still 
own files and directories on 
the system, a security policy 
that defines which users and 
programs can access which 
objects on the system ulti- 
mately determines permis- 
sions. The security policy 
trumps the intentions of the 
user. The mandatory nature 
of the security policy is 



RHEL v.4 implements 
other changes to security, 
as well, such as improve- 
ments to the Exec Shield 
and Position Independent 
Executables features that 
were introduced last year 
to help prevent buffer over- 
flow attacks. Also included 
in RHEL v.4 are new ver- 
sions of the GCC com- 
piler and Glibc library that 
help prevent faulty appli- 
cations from being com- 
promised. Taken together, 
these changes eliminate a 
whole host of common vul- 
nerabilities and signifi- 
cantly increase the security 
of RHEL. 



Other Benefits 

RHEL v.4 has many oth- 
er new features. Hardware 
detection is better than 
RHEL v.3, which already 
worked flawlessly in our 
environment of primar- 
ily Dell servers. Sun's 
NFS Version 4 is included, 
bringing faster mount and 
dismount times, as well 
as faster file system per- 
formance. Red Hat's disk 
management has been im- 
proved via a new version of 
its Linux Volume Manager 
(LVM2), which allows dy- 
namic partitioning with- 
out halting disk/volume/ 
partition resources during 
changes. Formatting new 
partitions is simpler, and the 
information is more logi- 
cally presented. In addition, 
RHEL v.4 includes some 
significant GUI improve- 
ments, including Gnome 
2.8, Open Office, Firefox, 
and Evolution. 

If you're already a Red 
Hat shop, this one is a no 
brainer: You should plan on 
upgrading as soon as you 
can. If you don't use Red 
Hat, take a look at this ver- 
sion. I think you'll like what 
you see.

Options, Options 

The irony in the rush to 
64-bit processing is that it's 
been around for a while.

What's changed is the avail- 
ability of mainstream 64-bit 
offerings for mere mortals. 

Itanium, Intel's first offer- 
ing, tanked because the 
chipmaker failed to account 
for the fact that customers 
already have heavy invest- 
ments in legacy code. Itani- 
um was a clean sheet design 
that offered no upgrade path 
from 32 to 64 bits. Custom- 
ers wisely stayed away in 
droves, and so should you. 

Intel's new 64-bit Xeon 
EM64T server processors 
(code-named Irwindale) and 
its Pentium 4 600- series fam- 
ily promise to support exist- 
ing 32-bit code, as well as 
advanced 64-bit packages, 
all in the same box. AMD 
beat Intel to the 64-bit mar- 
ket by well over a year with 
its Athlon 64 desktop and 
Opteron server offerings. 
Regardless, now that both 
major vendors are in the 64- 
bit game, the fun can really 
begin for the rest of us. 

At least it will once the 
x64 Editions of Microsoft's 
WinXP Pro and Server 2003 
Enterprise hit the market. 

Migration Gyrations 

Despite its promise and in- 
evitability, moving to 64-bit 



architecture is not for the 
weak. Keep these points in 
mind before you double your 
data pathways: 

Retrain your developers. 
Doubling the bits requires 
more sophisticated tools, 
techniques, and skills. Are 
your coders up to the chal- 
lenge? 

Update current software 
inventories. Know what 
you have, what might work 
unmodified in a new envi- 
ronment, what might need 
upgraded, and what might 
need completely rewritten. 

Identify target hardware 
and software environments. 
By doing so, you'll have 
somewhere to test all those 
new and modified apps. 

Set expectations with end 
users. New architecture isn't 
a magic pill for all that ails IT. 

The promise of 64-bit pro- 
cessing extends well beyond 
larger data sets and faster 
data manipulation. It will 
shape the very future of IT 
infrastructure and, by exten- 
sion, your company. 

But the IT world has no 
room for ostriches. Pull your 
head out of the sand now and 
start figuring out how you're 
going to make the move to 
the 64-bit highway.

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Project Management Is All The Rage, 
But Is It For You?

• • • 

There are some management- 
type concepts that generate a great 
deal of buzz and then seem to dissi- 
pate. (Remember total quality man- 
agement?) But then there are those 
that take root and begin to grow. At 
this point, project management 
appears to be in full bloom. 

Although project management 
can encompass a number of com- 
ponents, it's generally defined as 
the application of knowledge, 



companies can't benefit, says 
Jo Ann Becker, a consultant who 
specializes in project manage- 
ment. In fact, she believes that 
small to medium- sized enterprises 
in particular should be looking at 
the strategy to streamline opera- 
tions, reduce costs, and initiate 
processes that could serve a com- 
pany well as it expands. There are 
no magic beans involved, either. 

"There's no secret," says 
Becker. "It's simply a matter of 
managing a project step-by-step,

skills, techniques, and tools to a 
range of tasks with the goal of 
completing a particular project. 
Processes include planning, con- 
trolling costs, time management, 
product procurement, and risk 
management. 

Project management is em- 
ployed at many large companies, 
but that doesn't mean smaller 



with clearly defined goals and 
responsibilities, and then doing 
it over and over." She likens it 
to a couple cooking their first 
Thanksgiving dinner as compared 
to one preparing their 30th turkey 
day feast. After a few years of 
cold mashed potatoes, they get the 
hang of timing everything appro- 
priately. "The more often you do 



project management, the better 
you get at it," she says. 

Getting Definition 

Although the concept behind 
project management might be 
straightforward, that doesn't 
make execution simple. One 
challenge has been the evolu- 
tion of the strategy over time. 
Jonathan Thatcher, certification 
development manager at Comp- 
TIA, notes that although project 
management is increasingly 
embraced by IT types, it didn't 
start out that way. 

"The strategy was originally for 
fields like construction, where 
many different elements and 
workers had to come together," he 
says. "Over time, it's taken hold 
in IT because people have found 
that it can have the same effect 
with implementations in a compa- 
ny." Like a construction site, 
managers and in-the-trenches 
workers have to collaborate and 
decide on which tools are best 
suited for the job. 

The outcome can be com- 
pelling, Thatcher says, which is 
why CompTIA has seen a boom 
in interest from individuals who 
want to get a certification in the 
technique. "This is the type of 
certification that translates into 
other parts of the company," he 
says. "It brings together technolo- 
gy and management, and that's a 
blend that's very powerful." 



Before a company sends an 
employee off for certification or 
launches into a project planning 
meeting, though, Becker advises 
taking a step back to really under- 
stand what needs to be done. 

"Project management is a busi- 
ness process at its core, so it should 
begin with what the business needs 
changed," she says. Often, IT 
departments taking on projects 
look at technology objectives 
instead of larger business goals, 
and this can sink a management 
endeavor before it even begins. 

Aligning business and IT aims 
benefits SMEs beyond just the 
project at hand, too. Project man- 
agement planning sessions can 
open a discussion channel that 



Getting Started 



One of the key components of project management is the project initiation 
plan, a document that identifies resources, scope, goals, and financial 
returns expected. John Baschab, author of "The Executive's Guide to 
Information Technology," notes that an initial project plan should contain 
these elements: 

• Five to 10 high-level tasks needed to complete the project (such as "analyze 
ROI" or "assess functionality") 

• Identification of dependencies between tasks, so priorities and timing can 
be optimized 

• Definition of specific outcomes that have to be achieved for the task to be 
called complete 

• Identification of a single person responsible for each task and which team 
members will report to her 

• Deadlines that will be used with vendors as well as internally 
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could prove valuable at companies 
where the two groups don't inter- 
act much. Unfortunately, Becker 
notes, that's the norm more than 
the exception. "With the frenzy of 
new technology, it's still the case 
that some in IT don't want to talk 
to anyone that can't do program- 
ming, but that hurts a company," 
she says. "Project management 
can establish neutral ground." 

In The Midst 

After the first steps are taken to 
decide on a project and responsi- 
bilities and deadlines have been 
set, SMEs can continue to benefit 
from the process, Becker notes, 
because it gives a good education 
in risk management. 

The three main variables in any 
project management plan will 
involve budgeting, scheduling, 
and work allocation. During the

Leadership Development 
Training Is Worth The Costs 



Invest In The Next 
Generation's Leaders 

by Julie Sartain 

In the old days, companies were 
passed down from father to son, 
and candidates were trained from 
childhood to "learn the family 
business" from the ground up. 
When immediate family heirs were 
either disinterested or unavailable, 
the scepter was passed on to 
cousins, nieces, nephews, or any 
other relative in the family tree. 
But at least these individuals were 
thoroughly trained. Today, many 
companies resort to the "Peter 
Principle," nepotism, and/or the 
"sink or swim" method of promo- 
tion and leadership. However, 
some companies have learned that, 
although initially expensive, the 
benefits of leadership development 
far outweigh the costs. 

Initially Expensive, But Worth It 

"Yes, training is expensive," 
says Bill Gardiner, director of cor- 
porate growth and development at 
AMD, "but the benefits are worth 
it! We bring together the top talent 
from our locations all over the 
world — the very best — to increase 
our bench strength. These individ- 
uals participate in five to six days 
of intense leadership training, 
then go back to their offices and 
implement what they have learned 
in a live project that's monitored 
and evaluated." 

AMD's commitment to leader- 
ship training is quite formal and 
includes a strategic agenda; a lead- 
ership model with structured values 
and beliefs; training workshops 
that include leadership skills in 
marketing, strategy, and finance; 
and integrated processes such as 



succession planning, global perfor- 
mance management, career devel- 
opment, and action learning. 

Action learning is a process of 
learning by experience how to 
solve real problems in the work- 
place. At 3M, corporate leader- 
ship development programs are 
developed internally and include 
two 10-day action learning pro- 
jects based on critical issues for 
3M. These Leaders Teaching 
Leaders programs are taught by 
3M's senior management team 
and a selective group of academic 
and consultant experts. 

AMD invites training candidates 
to bring their problems to the train- 
ing table where teams work 
together to solve problems and 
resolve issues together, under the 
guidance of experienced coaches. 
Margaret Alldredge, vice president 
of selection and learning at 3M 
says, "We use action learning pro- 
jects for application of the content 
segments. For several of our pro- 
grams, there are three to four pro- 
jects for each session. The large 
project teams (10-15) are each 
coached by two internal coaches 
who assist the team from a human- 
process standpoint (never from a 
content perspective) . . . and there 
is often a 360 assessment aligned 
with our internally developed lead- 
ership attributes, with feedback 
provided prior to each session." 

Leadership development pro- 
grams come in all sizes. Smaller 
and midsized companies are also 
taking advantage of the investment 
in next-generation leaders. These 
companies include a varied group 
of businesses, such as Remarketing 
Services of America, a small sales 
company with only 650 employees, 
and Fujitsu Transaction Solutions, 
a technology solutions supplier 
with just over 1,000 employees. 



Key Leadership Development Factors 



There are many things to consider when creating a leadership development 
program. Here are a few tips. 

• Determine leadership training goals 

• Design a training plan 

• Establish learning objectives and activities 

• Develop training materials 

• Schedule a test run 

• Implement the leadership training plan 

• Evaluate the experience 

• Follow up after completion 



RSA's new managers complete 
a meticulous leadership training 
program that includes a complete 
evaluation (to determine leader- 
ship strengths and weaknesses). 
Then after six months, mana- 
gers participate in an assessment 
program that grades them on 
multiple established leadership 
competencies, such as coaching, 
communication, building trust, 
and delegating authority. Fujitsu 
has a Career Resource Center 
with Web-based training and 
development in addition to its 
one-on-one mentoring program. 
This includes assessing and 
tracking skills, charting career 
goals, succession planning, man- 
agement techniques, and compe- 
tency evaluations. 

Is A Leadership Development 
Program Necessary? 

In an independent study on 
executive coaching, author 
Merrill C. Anderson, Ph.D., 
claimed that leadership develop- 
ment coaching resulted in a 529% 
ROI. Anderson believes that com- 
panies want (and need) "to accel- 
erate the development of their 
next-generation leaders." Many 
Fortune 500 companies, including 
Microsoft, Cisco, IBM, FedEx, 
and Panasonic, agree. 

AMD believes IT leadership 
development is vital. In one train- 
ing simulation, a key employee 
quits, leaving the department man- 
ager with the additional burden of 
the employee's workload. This 
burden is further compounded if 
the missing employee performs a 
function vital to daily operations. 
The simulation was so realistic, 
the AMD manager returned to his 
department and immediately 
began cross-training his team. 

Many universities are offering 
classes in leadership and IT lead- 
ership development. The military 
also has a number of programs, 
and there are even junior pro- 
grams available from companies 
such as White Stag, United Way, 
and the Bureau of Land Man- 
agement. In addition, the pool of 
consultants in this field is an infi- 
nite abyss, so yes, there must be 
something to it. 

Develop An 

IT Leadership Program 

Most companies use consul- 
tants for the initial planning and 



design phase and then promote 
staff from within to implement, 
manage, and maintain the pro- 
gram. Books, articles, and litera- 
ture on the topic are in bountiful 
supply, as are classes and semi- 
nars. (See the "Key Leadership 
Development Factors" sidebar for 
tips on how to set up a leadership 
development program at your 
company.)

One 
issue Vicere mentioned was to 
avoid "the program-design trap." 
He cautioned 3M's staff to be 
realistic and not get overzealous 
designing a cutting-edge program 
with big-name stars and trendy 
methodologies to "look good," 
therefore neglecting 3M's strate- 
gic directives. 

Formal Or Informal? 

It seems that the formal pro- 
grams are more effective than 
the informal approach because 
follow-through and follow-up 
are vital to the success of the 
program and the individual. 
Candidates learn to navigate 
through realistic simulations and 
then apply that knowledge to 
real-life situations on the job. 
Success is measured by how well 
the student implements what she 
has learned and continues to learn 
through coaches and mentors. 
Any form of measurement re- 
quires some degree of formal 
accounting. This also helps com- 
panies justify the investment.

should brainstorm about what 
would happen if one of these 
main components slipped off 
track. For example, a project 
could be coming in on budget and 
on time, until the project man- 
ager realizes the second phase 
requires twice as much work as 
previously thought. 

Trying to anticipate such diffi- 
cult situations during project plan- 
ning helps an IT department to be 



creative in their thinking about 
"what if?" scenarios, and this can 
extend to other decisions outside 
the project realm. What if the new 
server breaks down? What if 
the department manager quits? 
Thinking in a robust, worst-case- 
scenario way is an essential part 
of risk management and aids not 
just an SME's project but its larg- 
er operations, as well. 

"After doing a few projects,

Socking Away The Data 



Network Storage Manufacturers Advance 
Disk-Based Data Storage Systems 



by Stephen J. Bigelow 

There is little doubt that data is the 
lifeblood of today's corporation. Whether 
archiving annual reports, saving test results, 
or indexing complicated sales figures, 
"data" has clearly become a centerpiece of 
business. Of course, whenever information 
is saved, it must also be protected and made 
accessible to authorized employees, ven- 
dors, and business partners. But the issue 
has evolved beyond just the need to save 
files; companies must also face the reality 
of disaster management and position them- 
selves to recover from the worst possible 
situations with minimal impact to business 
operations. Thus, identifying new storage 
processes and policies has become a major 
challenge for today's IT decision makers. 

A Harsh Reality 

Sterling Wharton, executive vice presi- 
dent of Unitrends, notes that the demand 
for storage has exploded, as has the need 
for accessibility. "Companies are saving 
virtually everything; they're saving more 
kinds of information because they feel 
compelled to do so. And while the cost of 
per-gigabyte storage has dropped, it's cou- 
pled with a demand for an increase in per- 
formance." A need, he says, that is simply 
not met with more traditional tape systems. 
"The time previously allotted to finding 
and spooling through a tape to locate a spe- 
cific file is no longer a luxury." Staff reduc- 



business is up.

tions and outsourced IT support have also 
reduced the direct labor available to sup- 
port tape-based systems or other propri- 
etary storage solutions. "The biggest issue 
they face is too much stuff to store, in too 
little time. This isn't a new issue, per se, 
but we're seeing an increase in the trend 
over the last couple of years, particularly 
among small to midsized businesses." 

Today's storage demands are also being 
driven by increasing government regula- 
tions. "Sarbanes-Oxley and HIP A A are hav- 
ing the greatest effect. Paradoxically, that's 



retrieval are only part of the puzzle, says 
Wharton. "More importantly, they're com- 
ing to realize that the very idea of data pro- 
tection is really only half of what they need 
to accomplish. Trying to restore application 
data won't do you any good if your entire 
system has gone down because of either a 
software or hardware failure." 

Unfortunately, the expense and complexi- 
ty of tape and other storage solutions have 
not really met growing business demands. 
"Companies want/need that information 
now, and despite the marketing claims of a 
lot of companies, it's not gotten any easier 
for people to protect their systems. Things 
are still too complicated to buy, to configure, 
and to run," notes Wharton. Given the trend 
toward vastly larger storage volumes, the 
expectation of ready accessibility (and 
restoration in an emergency), and the falling 
costs of technology, Wharton points to high- 
ly integrated disk-based storage systems for 
future storage needs. "Disk-based storage is, 
of necessity, the solution most companies 
are implementing. The good news, of 
course, is that the cost of disks has dropped 
dramatically, meaning SMBs can implement 
it at a far lower cost than would have been 
possible just a couple of years ago." 



The Next Big Things 

So where is disk-based storage headed? 
Wharton says that capacity, performance, 
and reliability are all improving over time. 
Performance, in the form of sheer speed, 
will be a critical issue for IT plan- 
ners into the future. He says, 
"This is speed not for speed's 
sake, mind you, but speed that is 
tm needed to help people rapidly 
restore entire systems and files to 
the way they were before some- 
thing went wrong. Right now, 
many systems can take hours (or even 
days) to restore, if they can do it at all, 
because of the complexity associated with 
making all the pieces work together. The 
ability to quickly, and accurately, restore an 
entire system (including things like pass- 
words and permissions) and the files need- 
ed is an absolute necessity." He continues, 
"In fact, a Gartner analyst recently gave a 
speech where she told conference attendees 
that bare metal system restoration software 
is a 'must-have' for companies as part of a 
total system protection package. That's

affecting SMBs, as well as the larger, pub- 
licly held companies that were the primary 
targets of Sarbox. We're seeing clear cases 
where big vendors are telling their smaller 
suppliers that they must comply with the 
data retention and privacy regulations as 
part of the cost of doing business," says 
Wharton. Consequently SMBs are often 
scrambling to assemble a data storage infra- 
structure that meets the demands of vendors 
and other business partners. But storage and 



interesting because a lot of companies still 
don't know about bare metal capabilities — 
the power to quickly restore not only data, 
but also the underlying system." 

Beyond performance, Wharton notes 
that high levels of integration will be 
essential considerations for any data cen- 
ter. "More than ever before, SMBs are 
demanding a total system protection solu- 
tion, delivered through an integrated, plug- 
and-play appliance, that will help them 



easily and powerfully keep their data 
secure. The appliance that solves their 
needs has, at a minimum, integrated hard- 
ware and backup/restore software for rapid 
data restoration, as well as the bare metal 
software to protect the underpinnings of 
the computers on their system. It's 
designed to install quickly and run in a 
largely 'lights-out' environment, giving the 
IT staff one less thing to worry about." 

But high integration alone is just not 
enough. Wharton says, "For SMBs you 
have to add a little more; you have to make 
the solution pretty simple because com- 
plexity doesn't work in their world." He 



points out that "simple" does not mean that 
a solution is underpowered or inefficient. 
"It means 'powerful performance without 
incredible mindshare.' These companies 
[SMBs] don't have the time or the band- 
width to buy the hardware over here and 
the software over there and make sure they 
work and then run a pilot project before 
rolling it out." Instead, solutions must work 
right out of the box. He points to 
Unitrend's DPU2000-1200 as one example 
of integration and operational simplicity, 
allowing up to 2TB of compressed data 
storage and complete system recovery in 
the event of a server crash.

Clustering Moves To The Workstation 

Clustering has emerged as a popular solution for processor-intensive tasks, letting 
businesses focus the processing power in groups of relatively low-cost servers and use 
that processing power to tackle sophisticated tasks, such as financial analysis or biolog- 
ical research. With clustering, a business can address demanding tasks without the need 
for high-end servers or waiting in a queue for supercomputing rental time. 

Although clustering has typically addressed groups of servers, startup companies 
such as Orion Multisy stems are integrating cluster power into workstations. As one 
example, Orion has recently introduced a 96-processor workstation with 192GB of 
memory. While such systems are costly (starting at $100,000), they bring supercomput- 
ing to the desktop, allowing designers and researchers to run complex simulations with- 
out having to book time on corporate clusters or outside processing providers. As these 
clustered workstations continue to gain interest, companies such as Orion will undoubt- 
edly add even more processors and leverage Microsoft's Windows for clusters (when it 
arrives later in 2005), allowing for the use of Windows applications. 

MIM0 Means More Speed 

Now that the 802.11g wireless LAN standard is firmly entrenched, allowing the- 
oretical wireless data rates to 54Mbps, wireless developers are already working toward 
the next step in wireless technology. IEEE 802.1 In promises wireless data speeds to 
100Mbps using a technique called MIMO (Multiple Input, Multiple Output), which 
involves the use of multiple antennas to handle several different data streams over the 
same wireless channel at the same time. Developers such as Linksys, Buffalo, D-Link, 
Belkin, and Netgear are all eyeing MIMO-based devices. The 802.1 In standard is 
expected to be finished in late 2006, with 802.1 In products following soon after in 
early 2007. In addition, manufacturers are also employing MIMO technology as a 
means of extending wireless range. 

I Getting Grids To Work 

By allowing a large number of disparate computers to share processing tasks and 
work as one, but also provide surplus processing power to others on demand, grid com- 
puting has long captured the imagination of engineers and developers. While the poten- 
tial benefits of such processing power are certainly intriguing, the business aspects of 
grid computing continue to elude network planners and corporate decision makers. In 
short, businesses still don't understand how to manage the business issues involved in 
shared computing resources. 

However, two impending developments promise to jumpstart the grid computing 
industry. The first development is a comprehensive set of technical recommendations 
expected from the Enterprise Grid Alliance this month. The EGA's recommendations 
should help businesses address security and outline a pricing scheme that is reminiscent 
of utility pricing (emphasizing industry-standard increments). The second development 
is the impending release of Globus Toolkit 4.0 from the Globus Alliance. The Globus 
Toolkit supports the development of applications that run on disparate computers. 
Ideally, this continued evolution of application development, coupled with clearer 
guidelines for business users, should help spark an increased use of grid computing.
